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HAMILTON FISH 10 BE 
AOOIOTANT TREASURER 





-Appointed to New York Office 
Instead of William Plimley. 


President Withdraws Nomination of 


Latter on Receipt of Charges For- 
warded from This City. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 18. — William 
Plimley will not be Assistant Treasurer of 
the United States at New York. The Presi- 
dent to-day withdrew his nomination and 
Sent to the Senate the name of Hamilton 
Fish, and the nomination promptly was 
confirmed. 

It is not often that a man comes so near 
getting an office and then misses it as 
Mr. Plimley' has done. He had actually 
been confirmed, and not only that, but his 
commission had been made out and signed 
by the President. There was only one step 
further to take, and that was to deliver 
the commission. Everything had been 
rushed through. The nomination had been 
seni to the Senate without previous dis- 
cussion; Senator Platt had secured the 
assent of enough members of the Finance 
Committee to warrant him in saying that 
the committee had made favorable report, 
and the Senate had promptly confirmed 
the nomination and the President had 
signed the commission. 

At that point Senator Aldrich arrived in 
the city from New York, went to the Sen- 
ate, and offered a resolution recalling the 
nomination from the President’s hands, 
on the ground that the whole committee 
had not passed on the matter. This was 
adopted, and the President sent the papers 
back, although the commission was still 
in readiness to be forwarded in case noth- 
ing further was done. At that time, it is 
stated on high authority, no protest or 
complaint had been made to the President. 

Apparently Mr. Aldrich simply waited 
for the sending in of a complaint or pro- 
test, which he evidently knew was sure to 
come. He did not move that the matter 
be taken up, and Senators Platt and Depew 
Were deceived into thinking that the Rhode 
island Senator’s action was purely formal 
and technical, and was really founded on 
nothing but a desire to have a look at the 
papers himself. They expected that by to- 
day at the latest the papers would be re- 
turned to the President without action. 

The protest which Mr. Aldrich expected 
came in the form of charges against Mr. 
Plimley. which were lodged with the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and referred to the 
President. 

Assistant Secretary Armstrong of the 
Treasury Department hag a- conference 
with the President to-day, at which it was 
decided that, in view of the gravity of the 
charger against Mr. Plimley, he: could not 
be commissioned. The President then with- 
drew the nomination from the Senate. 

Concerning the withdrawal of the ap- 
pointment the following official announce- 
ment was made at the White House by 
Secretary Loeb: 

“In view of the investigations made by 
the Treasury Department, the President 
has felt obliged to withdraw the nomina- 
tion of William Plimley for Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States at New 
York, and this has been done.” 

President Roosevelt then had a confer- 
ence with Senator Platt, Mr. Plimley havy- 
ing been indorsed by both Senators Platt 
and Depew, and informed him that, in the 
circumstances, he felt fully justified in 
withdrawing the nomination of Mr. Plim- 
ley. In this action Senator Platt acqui- 
esced. The Senator suggested the name of 
Hamilton Fish of New York, and the Pres- 
ident agreed immediately to appoint him. 

The appointment met the cordial approval 
not only of Senators Platt and Depew of 
New York, but also of many other Sena- 
tors who are personally acquainted with 
the appointee. 

Mr. Fish is the fourth man whom the 
President has choseh for the place. The 
others were Robert Bacon and George R. 
Sheldon, both of whom declined, and Mr. 
Plimiey. 





Hamilton Fish is a member of one of the 
oldest and most prominent families of New 
York, and for twenty years, until his tem- 
porary retirement from _ politics half a 
dozen years ago, was actively and con- 
spicuously identified with State politics. 
He was born in Albany, April 27, 1849. the 
second son of Nicholas Fish, a noted Whig. 
and later a Republican leader, who served 
successively as Assemblyman, Representa- 


tive in Congress, Lieutenant Governor of 
New York, Governor, and United States 






Senator, and who was Secretary of State 
through both terms under. President Grant. 

Hamilton Fish was educated at Columbia 
College and was graduated in 1869, and 
then spent two years in Washington as 
private secretary to his father. In 1873 he 
Was graduated from the Law School of 
Columbia College. and’ returning to his 
home, took an active part in politics, hav- 
ing previously been Chairman of the Put- 
nam County Republican Committee through 
the carpaign of 1872. He served through 
the term of Gov. John A. Dix as Aide de 
Camp on the Governor's staff, and in 1873 
Was elected on the Republican ticket to 
the Assembly. As a member of the Commit-

tee on Cities, in 1874, he introduced the 
bill providing for the consolidation of the 
City-and County of New York. He was |! 


re-elected for the following term and was | 
returned eleven times to the Assembly, | 
serving On many important committees and 
having a prominent part in the manage- 
ment of Republican Party affairs in the 
State up to 1896, and also representing his 


tions. 

Ta 1894 he was a candidate for the Speak- 
ership of the Assembly, but was defeated 
by R. Malby, after a memorable fac- 
tional fight. Mr. Fish then became leader 
of his party in the Assembly. When Mr. 
Malbdy later became a State Senator. Mr. 
Fish was chosen to succeed him as Speak- 
er, after another warm struggle. and con- 
tinued as Speaker in 1895 and 1896, 

In the latter year Mr. Fish was reearded 
‘as the strongest candidate the Republicans 
could nominate for Governor, and his nom- 


nation by the State Convention was re- 
~ garded as a foregone conclusion. Mr. Fish’'s 
“Mame was placed before the convention, but

after the balloting had begun Mr. 
suddenly was withdrawn, and Frank S§. 
Black secured the nomination. Mr. Fish 
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politics after that, and, though he was 


talked of as Republican nominee for Gov- 
ernor in 15898, he has not taken any par 
in politics for the past six years. ; 

Mr. Fish in 1880 married Miss ay M. 
Mann, a member of a prominent family in 
Troy. His home now is Rocklawn, Garri- 
sons, N. Y. He, however, spends much of 
his time in New York City, and is a mem- 
ber of many clubs, among them the Union, 
Metropolitan, Union League, and the Bar 
Association of New York.

8ST. LOUIS, March 18.—A receipt for $5,000 
now in the possession of a well-known St. 
Louis attorney igs responsible for the 
trouble at Washington in connection with 
the failure to issue Post Office fraud or-

other States out of millions of dollars. 
This receipt, which is signed by an ex- 


attaché of the Post Office Department, 
who has a relative who now holds high

schemes, shows that $5,000 had been _ 
the ex-attaché for services rendered. It js 
charged that other similar concerns — 
this ex-attaché liberally to secure them 
protection in the mails. 

The receipt was found in Arnold & Co.’s 
strong box when it was raided by officers 
at the order of the Grand Jury. 

Fourth Assistant Postmaster General 
Bristow has been asked to investigate the 
charges made against Judge Tyner’s office 
and others.

Bell had a ticket to sail on a Leyland 
Line steamer for Liverpool at 2 o'clock yes- 
terday. He says that Bornstein bought it 
for him.

The sharp advance in the issue—the low 
figure for the day was 63 and the high 
Gi%, with the close at 67% on dealings in 
71,000 shares—had a generally disquieting 
effect in the Street and was so altogether 
suggestive of the Northern Pacific inoident 
that not a few cautious people proceeded 
to throw over whatever stocks they had. 
Thus it was that, while Southern Pacific 
was advancing, the general market was 
disposed to sell off, the close being unset- 
tled and uneasy. 

In many parts of the financial district 
the theory in respect to the rise was that 
it represented nothing more important or 
significant than a “ Squeeze ’’ of the shorts, 
of whom, the gossips have it, there are 
many. In these quarters it is declared that, 
following the organization of the now 
famous pool and when the stock had been 
advanced to above 75, many of the pool 
members, thinking that the advance had 
run far enough, sold stock against their 
pool holdings—in other words, went tech- 
nically short of it. Others who did not sell 
then are declared to have sold on the de- 
cline, when the stock broke to below 60. 

It is these technical shorts, or some of 
them—their holding is popularly estimated

NEW SOUTHERN PACIFIC MOVE. 


Effort to Transfer the Road’s Litigation 
to Federal Court’s Jurisdiction 
in Kentucky. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 18,—An 
expected step has been taken by 
Southern Pacific Railway at Nashville.

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EXCISE TAX INCREASE 
DENOUNCED AT ALBANY 





Saloon Men and Labor Men Repre- 
sented at a Hearing. 





Canal Advocates Likely to Demand 


Pledges as a Price of Support 
of Gov. Odell’s Bills.

ALBANY, March 18.—No such crowd has 
been seen at the Capitol this session as to- 
day overflowed the Senate chamber and 
thronged the corridors through interest in 
the excise hearing. The hearing lasted 
from 2 until 7 o'clock, and when an ad- 
journment was taken it was with the un- 
derstanding that the joint Committee on 
Taxation and Retrenchment would to-mor- 
row morning pass upon the request of ‘he 
liquor dealers for a further hearing. 
Forcible speeches, which were vigorously 
applauded by the spectators at intervals, 
were made by Gallus Thomann, represent- 
ing the Brewers of New York City, and 
John G. Milburn, representing the liquor in- 
terest of Buffalo. There were several other 
speakers. Labor men and public bodies 
were represented among the protestants. 


The chief points made against the proposal |} 


to make a flat increase of 50 per cent. in 
the liquor tax may be thus summed up: 
First—That it would drive at least 20 per cent. 
of the small saloon keepers out of business. 
Second—That the men who would be 
of business would not be of the vicious and law- 
breaking class, but those who conduct their busi- 
ness in a proper and orderly manner. 
Third—That there had been no agitation of the 
matter before election, but, on the contrary, 
pledges had been given that there would be no 
in the tax, 
Fourth 


all in the liquor businiess would be financially 
ruined by the tax 
The intimation was made that the big 


brewers were behind the bill, their purpose 
being to force the small brewers out of 
business. lt was remarked that there were 
no big brewers at the hearing, and this was 
commented on as lending corroboration to 
the theory that they were in reality favor: 
abie co the proposed iegisiation. 

There appears to be nothing in the way 
of the passage of the bill now except pos- 
sible complications with some of the canal 
advocates. Some of them take the posi- 
tion that unless there is a cuucus pledge 
in favor of the Canal bill they will not con- 
sider themselves bound by the caucus 
pledge which they gave on the Excise and 
Mortgage Tax bills. 

When the léading advocates of the liquor 
dealers learned here to-day that Senators 
Brackett, Brown, and Elsberg had made a 
threat not to vote for the Excise or Mort- 
gage Tax bills unless the Coroners bill 
Was passed, they berated their Democratic 
friends for not defeating the Coroners bill, 
with a view to alienating these three Re- 
publican Senators from voting for the ex- 
cise bills. 

President Neidlinger of the Saloon Keep- 
ers’ Association of New York City mar- 
shaled the forces against the bill. 

Senator Raines was the first speaker. He 
briefly explained the proposed increase of 
the tax. Incidentally he said that liquor 
dealers in the annexed districts of New 
York City would be rated on the same basis 
as before consolidation. 

Senator Wagner insinuated that the 
measure was to punish New York City for 
the large Democratic vote of last Fall. He 
declared it woutd injure real estate inter- 
ests as well as the brewery iuaterests. 

Gallus Thoman declared it was unjust to 
exact the same amount from a small saloon 
in New York City as from a saloon on the 
main street in Albany, or to tax a bar in 
a hotel, which made thousands of dollars 
a year the same as a little German beer 
saloon on the east side. He asserted that 
the proposed tax would reduce the number 
of saloons at least 20 per cent. 

“It will not affect the dives,’’ he con- 
tinned, ‘‘but will put all the reputable 
saloons of the middle class out of business. 
Places where immorality and _ robbery 
thrive will not be affected. If you 
have full police power to. exterminate 
all dives and if you could wipe them out 
I would be with you. You are constantly 
piling the taxes upon the liquor trade. 
Why don’t you let us alone?” 

Mr. Milburn followed, “ Any tax is un- 
just and runious that prevents the conduct 
of a legitimate business on a small scale,”’ 
he said. ‘Under the law the liquor busi- 
ness is recognized as a proper, legitimate 
business, and the man who conducts such 
a business is just as much entitled to re- 
spect and consideration, to equity and jus- 
tice as any other business man, no matter 
in what line he may be. 

“This advance comes like a clap of 
thunder out of a clear sky. We never heard 
a syllable about an increase in the liquor 
tax last Fall. There has been no agitation 
on the subject. The people have not asked 
for it, and the newspapers have not de- 
manded it. In fact, no one had any idea 
that there would be an advance in liqour 
taxes, and, in fact, only a short time ago 
authoritative. announcements, were made 
that there wuld be no changé in the pre- 
vailing rates. 

‘“‘T am no hypocrite, and I don't propose 
to pose here as being any better than any 
of my fellow-creatures, I belong to a 
club, several of them, and I may go to 
one or another and enjoy my whisky, high- 
balls, or champagne, and discuss as the 
workingman does in his saloon affairs of 
State, but probably not so tntelligently as 
he. Now, the workingmen have as much 
right to go to this saloon and enjoy their 
beer as I have to go to my club and enjoy 
whatever I please to drink. 

“The moment a law grinds we want to 
beat it. We would not be the great Amer- 
ican people that we are if we had not 
from the beginning resented oppression.”

THE RACE OUT OF POLITICS 





W. H. Baldwin, Jr., Talks to the Unita- 
rian Club of the Sort of Education 
Needed—George Cary Eggles- 

ton Speaks. 





Two regroes sat down at dinner last night 
in a company that included several promi- 
nent Southerners of this city. The dinner 
Was one of the monthly affairs of the Uni- 
tarian Club at the Hotel St. Denis. Of the 
three speakers two were Southerners—Wal- 
ter H. Page, editor and publisher, and 
George Cary Eggleston, author. Among 
those present was Dr. James H. Parker, 
long a prominent member of the New York 
Southern Society. There were a few South- 
ern women. 

The negroes present were William E. 
Benson, a teacher of Alabama, and an- 
other colored educator, a Mr. Brown, who 
left early, before the speechmaking began. 

Mr. Eggleston, who spoke first, discussed 
“The South As It Was.’ President W. H. 
Baldwin, Jr., of the Long Island Railroad 


Company followed with “The South As 
It Is." Mr. Page talked about “* The South 
As It Is to Be." Both Mr, Baldwin and 


Mr. Page are members of the Educational 
Boards now engaged in Southern work un- 
der the leadership of Robert C, Ogden. , 

“Don’t give the negro that sort of high 
education which makes him aspire and 
dream of great things, but gives him no 
power to do anything practical after he has 
acquired it.’’ This was the keynote of Mr. 
Baldwin's talk. He declared that the South 
Saw greater growth in the last year than in 
all the thirty-five preceding years. The 
psychological moment for a section having 
YS per cent. native born American popula- 
tion, he said, had arrived, and the last 
twelvemonth had witnessed the beginning 
of a great educational era. 

“The question to be solved in the South 
to-day,’’ he continued, ‘‘is a condition, not 
a theory. There isn’t any theory about it. 
*Tis as inconsistent a condition as ever ex- 
isted, but ‘tis none the less real. It was 
brought about by the past. There is no 
reason for us to discuss it or to critcise it 
hypercritically. It faces us, and it must be 
faced.” 

“For the mass,’ Mr. Baldwin declared, 
*‘there should be industrial education, with 
higher training for the one in a hundred 
who can use it.” 

Recently Mr. Baldwin received from a 
noted English educator the statement that 
the educational methods now started in the 
South were just what Great Britain must 
adopt to uplift her unlearned peoples in far 
away colonies. Then he got a letter from 
London asking him if Booker T. Washing- 
ton could be employed at any price to go 
to South Africa to study conditions among 
the blacks there, with the view of report- 
ing to British educators as to methods thut 
ought to.be employed in educating the 
Africans. 

Less than a year ago, he continued, four 
students of Washington’s Tuskegee School 
passed through here on their way to West 
Africa, whither they had been called by 
the German Government. They stopped at 
Mr. Baldwin’s house on their way. When 
one of them returned he gave the railroad 
President a pair of common cotton stock- 
ings, which now hang in the latter’s home. 
These stockings were made by the African 
negroes after they had been taught, and 
the returning teacher was asked what man- 
ner of men were the blacks out there. 

“They are just like the rest of us in 
Alabama,” replied the Tuskegee graduate. 
* All they need 1s teaching.” 

“The promblem is the South's,’ said the 
speaker. ‘ The difficulties and the negroes 
are there. The South must solve the qués- 
tion, not the North. But if we do not give 
our aid, we must be held responsible for our 
remissness. Free education is gaining. <A 
little while ago politicians in the South were 
afraid to speak of it, but now four State 
Governors are running on free education 
platforms. This is the most remarkable 
sign of advance that has been seen since 
the civil war.” 

Mr. Page recalled a much-heralded theory 
that the negroes eventually would all leave 
the South. He predicted that they would 
never leave, The black population of Ala- 
bama had long been as great as that of all 
the original free States combined, and it 
was still growing. In what had been known 
as black belts the color had become blacker. 
The ultimate black belt would begin in the 
down-country counties of Virginia and ex- 


tend near the coast down to the Gulf. In 
100 years, Mr. Page calculated, all this 
strip would be inhabited by negroes. Statis- 


tics had been such as to indicate this. On 
the other hand, figures had shown that the 
whites were gaining in the uplands, and it 
Was reasonable to presume that they would 
be alone there in due time. 


Mr. Page said there were more black 
illiterates now than in 1865, when all the 
blacks were illiterate. Education had not 


been able to keep pace with the growth of 
the race, nor could it keep pace for hun- 
dreds of years to come. 

“And what is going to be the politics of 
the South in future?” he asked, ‘* Prop- 
erly speaking, the South has had no poli- 
tics in the past. It has had traditions only. 
Conditions were such that the blacks were 
bound to vote one way. the whites an- 
other. You know that the negro has been 
excluded from voting altogether nowadays, 
allowing the whites to divide somewhat 
in their political opinions. It is now to be 
hoped that the negro, having been elimina- 
ted, the whites ultimately will be divided 
and vote as they think they should, not 
fearing negro domination any longer. 

“The negro, for the present, must be 
counted out. That is, we must admit that 
he has been counted out. If I had had my 
way. it would not be so, but I would have 
established the. same binding voting quali- 
fications for whites and blacks alike. Sut 
the fact remains that the black is out. 
For a very, very long time the mags of ne- 
groes are not to have anything to do with 
politics. In four States they already are 
excluded from the polls legally, and in the 
others they will be shut away in other 
ways. 

3Zut there may come a 


time when their 


votes will be needed by the successful par- 
ty. We cannot tell what will happen then.” 
Mr. Eggleston told of the old South, its 


plantation life, and its quaint customs. 
“Siavery is dead,”’ he said, ‘‘and none 
rejoices more than the South. We have no 
excuse, no justification for the institu- 
tion. But 1 wish to say that never did 
there exist anywhere on earth a laboring 
class so richly requited for its labors as 
the Southern slave.” 

The Rev. Dr. Thomas Slicer presided as 
toastmaster at the dinner, and among those 
resent were George Haven Putnam, Mrs. 
4aldwin, Oswald G. Villard, Mrs. Slicer, 
Mrs. Eggieston, Mrs. Villard, the Rev. Dr. 
Robert Collyer, Dr. and Mrs. Ralph Waldo, 


the Rev. Walter Reid Hunt, Mrs. Minot J. 
Savage, and many well-known Unitarian 
muinisters. 


DEATH OF JINGO AT SEA. 


London’s Big Elephant Refused to Eat 
After Leaving the “ Zoo”—The 
Body Cast Overboard.

WOMEN INSPECTORS’ TERM 
TO END IN NINETY DAYS. 






Outcome of Complaints of Passengers 
and an Investigation by Assistant 
Secretary Taylor. 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Tay- 
lor, under whose supervision is the Immi- 
gration Department, after a visit Ellis 
{sland yesterday morning, announced that 
at the expiration of the ninety days’ com- 
missions the employment of women in the 
Inspection would be discontinued 
The department has had the subject under 
consideration for some time. 

Mr. Taylor met Commissioner Williams 
and Superintendent Frank P. Sargent, and 
the three had a long Many 
matters pertaining to the service were dis- 
cussed, besides the work of the women In- 
spectors,

days for which they were appointed, and 
will then be dropped from the service." 

Mr. Sargent when asked for his opinion 
of the matter replied: 

‘I was never in sympathy with 
scheme, and I recommended that it 
abolished. However, that is left with 
department, and I do not know what 
Secretary will do in the matter.” 

The employment of women Inspectors 
to board transatlantic steamships off Quar- 
antine for the purpose of examining women 
passengers has caused considerable trouble. 
Many complaints have been made by wo- 
men, who said that they had been asked 
embarrassing questions about their per- 
sonal affairs. A case that attracted consid- 
erable attention not long ago was that of 
the wife or a steamship Captain, who came 
to New York on the way to Seattle, Whsh., 
where she expected to meet her husband 
She said that she had been questioned in 
the most persistent manner concerning her 
life, and that her morality had been made 
a subject of inquiry by the Immigration 
Inspector. 

When the Holland-America liner Ryn- 
dam arrived on Tuesday and the Immigra- 
tion Inspectors, including Miss Taylor, the 
Chief of the women's staff, boarded the 
vessel, Miss Taylor created great contu- 
sion among the second cabin women pas- 
sengers, by it Was said, asking them many 
embarrassing questions. It was said that 
they intended to put their grievances in 
writing, and to present them to Commis- 
sioner Williams tor action. The complaint 
had not been received by the Commissioner 
yesterday. In the Barge Office Miss Tay- 
lor laughed when she was asked if it was 
true that she had asked the second cabin 
women on the Ryndam embarrassing ques- 
tions.

He said Gen. Greene was perfectly satis- 
fied with his explanation of the affair 
which is that he was in the saloon for the 
purpose of getting an introduction to a 
gambling house when the trouble started. 
Mr. Coursey’s jaw is broken, and it will be 
several days before he can resume work. 

Murray, who had been held on a charge 
of intoxication, was discharged by Magis- 
trate Breen, before he learned who the com- 
plainant was. When told that it was Mr. 
Coursey he had him brought back, but after 
a while discharged /him a second time. Mr. 
Coursey at that time not having appeared. 
Mr. Coursey came in a little later, how- 
ever. He said he had no intention of press- 
ing the complaint, but had simply come to 
court to see what disposition was made of 
the case.

GLASS COMPANY’S DEBTS. 


The Phillip Semmer Concern Petitioned 
Into Bankruptcy by Three Cred- 
itors—Liabilities $97,130. 


The Phillip Semmer Glass Company, man- 
uiacturers of glass mirrors and interior 
woodwork and wholesale dealers in window 
giass at 12 and 14 Desbrosses Street and 
65 and G7 Watts Street, has been petitioned 
into bankruptcy by the following-named 
creditors: Newark Glass Company of New- 
ark, N. J., $356; John P. Semmer of Jersey 
City, $3,000, for money loaned, and John 
KE. Miller of Jersey City, $950, for money 
loaned 

It is alleged that the company is insol- 
vent, and that it has admitted its inability 
to pay its debts and willingness to be ad- 
judged bankrupt. Judge Holt of the Unit- 
ed States District Court has appointed 
Peter Alexander temporary receiver of the 
assets, with a bond of $25,000, and empow- 
— him to continue the business for ten 
ays. 

The company has many contracts 
hand for work, among which are the fol- 
lowing: Tidewater Building Company, 
$10,000; American Locomotive Company, 
39,000: Sonn Brothers, $11.055. he liabi.i- 
ties of the company are $97,130 and nomi- 
nal assets $85,500. The assets consist of 
stock, $40,000; cash in bank, $9,500; good 
accounts, $12,000; doubtful accounts, $10,000; 
machinery, $2,500; office furniture, S500; 
window frames, $1,000, and equity in thirty- 
two lots on, Fifth Avenue, Brooklyn, $10,000. 
The liabilities are on notes, $38,067; notes 
on which the company is liable as indors- 
er, $35,000; open accounts, $18,568;  bor- 
rowed money, $2,500; commission and sal- 
ary. $3,000. 

The company was incorporated in May, 
1887, with a capital stock of $40,000, and it 
succeeded the firm of Phillip Semmer & 
Co. Phillip Semmer, the first President, 
retired in 1888, and he was succeeded by 
his brother, John P. Semmer, who has 
since continued as President. It is said in 
the trade that the company did too much 
business for its capital and carried too

Two Passenger Trains Caught Between 
Flooded Districts After a Fresh 
Break in the Levee. 





MEMPHIS, March 18.—Although 


nn., 


the tributaries o¢ the Mississippi north of 
Memphis are reported to be falling, the 
river is 39.8 feet on the gauge to-night, 
the highest point ever recorded. Because 
of a break in the levee at Traice’s Land- 
ing last night all Hines of railroad enter- 
ing the city from the west have been 
washed out. There have been no trains 


either in or out of the city over the Mem- 
phis Bridge within twenty-four hours. 

So suddenly did rise come in the 
section Arkansas across the river from 
Memphis after the St. Francis Levee broke 
at Traice’s Landing that two passenger 
trains were caught, and are surrounded by 
water about three miles west of the Bridge 
Junction, Ark. Aboard each of these trains 
were about 75 passengers besides the train 
crews, and to-night more than 100 of these 
persons remain on the trains. 

The breaks occurred shortly after 9 o’clock 
last night, just after west-bound trains on 
the Cotton Belt and ‘Frisco had left Mem-

phis. The Cotton Belt train left at 9 
o'clock, and had proceeded only a few miles 
when it encountered a section of flooded 
track. In attempting to cross the rails 
spread and the engine was partially de- 
railed. The 'Frisco train approached from 


Memphis, and with its assistance the Cot- 
ton Belt engine was pulled back on the 
track. Meanwhile a serious washout had 
occurred between the trains and Memphis. 

The trains are on the track of the Iron 
Mountain near Altmar, Ark. Several hand- 
cars succeeded in reaching the trains 
to-day, and about fifty passengers were 
brought to this city. The others refused to 
attempt the return. Supplies have been 
sent to them by handcars. 

The river here to-night is 0.2 of a 
higher than last night. The situation in 
this area is growing worse every hour. An 
effort was made to-day to send a steam- 
boat and barges through the gap at Trice’s 
Landing for the rescue of persons and live 
stock in that district. The steamboat was 
disabled and returned. A second effort will 
be made to-morrow. It will be attended by 
much danger. 

Several persons were rescued from Ma- 
rion, Ark., by skiffs, and the situation 
there is somewhat relieved. Eight white 
families and 200 negroes remain there in 
the second stories of buildings. 

Refugees continue to arrive here in large 
numbers. The flooded portion of the city 
has grown considerably with the advance 
of the river to-day,

SHIPYARD TROUBLE ENDING. 


Sympathetic Strikes Off and the Griev- 
ances of Shooter’s Island Boiler- 
makers to be Arbitrated. 


All sympathetic strikes in support of the 
boilermakers who struck last January in 
the Townsend-Downey shipbuilding yards 
at Shooter's Island were off yesterday pend- 
ing arbitration, and early in the afternoon 
most of the strikers were back at work. The 
rest will return to-day. This includes the 


men out on sympathetic strikes of other 
trades ordered in the Townsend-Downey 
yards. The latter were declared off at a 


meeting of the Marine Trades Council held 
at 1A. M. yesterday. This left still on the 
original strike of the boilermakers in the 
Townsend-Downey yards, which is sto be 
arbitrated by committees of the Marine 
Trades Council and the New York Metal 
Trades Association, A meeting of these 
two committees was to have been held yes- 
terday, but was postponed until to-day, as 
some of the members of the association's 
commitiece were out of town. The follow- 
ing statement was issued. yesterday on be- 
haif of the Metal Trades Association: 

‘Reports received from the shops of the 
members of the New York Metal Trades 
Association show that the striking boiler- 
makers are returning to their former posi- 
tions of employment. The sympathetic 
strike in the yards of the Townsend- 
Downey Shipbuilding Company has been 
declared off, leaving only the strike of the 
boilermakers in these yards to be adjusted 
in the conference by the committees of 
the Metal Trades Association and the Ma- 
rine Trades Council. 

“Among the members of. the Metal 
Trades Association there is no disposition 
to boast of a victory, but the members be- 
lieve that hereafter there will be among 
the employes an understanding that the as- 
sociation has been formed not for the pur- 
pose of fighting the unions or the individual 
employe, but instead to teach the employes 
that for the success of business it is abso- 
lutely necessary that the employer have 
full and free discretion to conduct his 
business in the method deemed most ad- 
vantegeous to him.” 

Wallace Downey of the ‘Townsend- 
Downey Company said yesterday: 

“The feeling of the Metal Trades Asso- 
ciation has never been one of antagonism 
to the unions, but we have been fightin 
for a principle, for independence and 
against absolute unionism. We intend to 
keep our shipyards open yards."’ 


HIGH WALL TO HIDE STABLE. 


Milliner’s Customers to be Saved An- 
noyance by a Structure Seventy- 
five Feet in Height. 

The filing of plans at the Building De- 
partment yesterday for a brick ‘ fence” 
seventy-five feet high, to be erected at the 
rear of the building on the west side of 
Fifth Avenue, 50 feet south of Forty-fifth 


Street. occasioned all sorts of gossip as to 
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the purpose of that unusual bit of con- 
struction. 

The owners of the property, Boehm & 
Coon, hastened to deny that there were 
any motives of spite in the enterprise, and 
said that the *‘ fence’’ was solely a matter 
of necessity. 

At the rear of their building. which is oc- 
cupied by the Lichtenstein Millinery Com- 
pany, there are on each floor several 
rooms, which are used by the lessees’ cus- 
tomers for trying on and viewing from 
every possible angle new ‘‘ creations.” On 
the south side of Forty-fifth Street and 
extending across the rear of this building 
are the stables of the New York Cab Com- 
pany, productive of great discomfort among 
the occupants of these rear rooms in the 
Fifth Avenue structure. The stable man- 
agers are doing the best they can, but a 
stable is bound to be a stable at the best, 
and hence the brick wall will be built 
across the rear of the Fifth Avenue plot, 
extending up as high as the building itself.

LAUDS AMERICAN ENTERPRISE. 


Thomas Macdonald-Paterson of Queens- 
land Would Bring About an 
Anglo-Saxon Conference. 


Thomas Macdonald-Paterson, M. P., ex- 
Postmaster General of Queensland, Aus- 
tralia, is at the Holland House, and will 
sail for England on the Cunarder Ivernia 
Saturday. 

‘*T have been in America but a few days, 
and this my first visit,” he said last 
night, ‘““and I am perfectly astounded at 
the spirit of enterprise that I have seen 
manifested everywhere, I have stopped on 
my way from San Francisco here. I don't 
know what to make of it. 

“T had an idea that we, in Australia, are 
a progressive sort uf people, and I had the 
honor of erecting the first tall, buildings— 
I believe you call them skyscrapers—in 
Brisbane, and fitted them with American- 


is 


made elevators, but, dear me, the struc- 
tures I have seen in this country amaze 
me. They tell me that New York City 


beats all others in this respect, and I am 
woing to take a look around to-morrow. 


‘Ll like the spirit of enterprise that I 
have seen in the United States. It adds 
to the glory of the Anglo-Saxon race. I 
am proud of the English-speaking people, 
and one part of my mission will be to 
bring about at some central point a con- 
ference of representatives of the English- 


speaking race, at which matters of mutual 
benefit can be discussed and suitable action 
taken which will add to the development of 
the preductions of English-speaking na- 
tions. 

‘Your American tariff don't materially 
affect us, and when it comes to a point we 
can compete with you successfully, from a 
banana to a bullock. That is alliterative, 
but it is a fact. America is taking much 
wool, and it would take more of our prod- 
ucts if we had not neglected certain ave- 
nues of trade.”’ 


EYE AND EAR HOSPITAL GIFTS. 


The Thomas Donation of $50,000 Raises 
the Desired Fund to $100,000 
to Date. 


The gift to the Manhattan Eye, Ear and 
Throat Hospital of $50,000 by the widow of 
Gen. Samuel Thomas and her children, 
which was announced to the Board of Di- 
rectors of the institution Tuesday, raises 
to $100,000 the fund which the friends of 
the hospital are trying to secure in order 
to provide a new building somewhere about 
Second Avenue and Fifty-ninth Street. The 
previous gift, also of $50,000, was made by 
George C. Heye and family in memory of 
his father, Gustave Heye. 

The fact of the gift by the Thomas fam- 
ily was communicated to the board by Dr. 
Walter I’, Chappell, through whom the 
Thomas heirs were interested in the ‘nsti- 
tution, whose present inadequate building 
is on the corner of Forty-first Street and 
Park Avenue, almost hidden from view by 
the structures which house the machinery 
employed in digging the subway at that 
point 

lt was this building which suffered such 
damage last year by the dynamite explo- 
sion in the subway, when fragments of 
stone were hurled into the operating room 
and a panic was created among the pa- 
tients. For this damage, estimated at 
$8,000, the hospital has since received noth- 
ing in the wav of compensation. The ex- 
cavating operations going on around them 
and the small size of the lot on which the 
present building stands—a lot hardly a4 
hundred fteet square—have urged the Di- 
rectors to seek a new site for the modern 
hospital building which they desire to con- 
struct. They have issued an appeal to the 
public for $200,000, of which the gifts men- 
tioned already provide one-half. The pres- 
ent endowment fund of the institution—ex- 
clusive, of course, of the recent donations— 
is $171,000. It was founded in 1869 by Dr. 


Cornelius R. Agnew, and until 1881 the 
site was in East Thirty-fourth Street. 
The present building, according to the 


statement issued by the Directors, is filled 
to overflowing in spite of the fact that the 
basement has been turned tnto a clinic and 
every employe of the institution, including 
the Superintendent of Nurses, is quartered 
outside. The latest gift is made by Mrs, 
Ann Augusta Thomas and her children, 
Edward R. Thomas and Mrs. R. Living- 
ston Beeckman, and the purpose is to endow 
a ward of ten beds to be called the Samuel 
Thomas Memorial Ward. 


KILLED BY THE THIRD RAIL. 


Expert Accountant Held Against the 
Metal by a Car of the Brooklyn 
Elevated Road. 

Within sight of a hundred or more per- 
sons, John J. Chase, an expert accountant, 
of 330 Fifty-fifth Street, Brooklyn, was so 
badly injured by the current which passes 
through the third rail of the Brooklyn Ele- 
vated Road at Fifty-second Street and 
Third Avenue yesterday morning that he 


diced without recovering consciousness after 
being removed to the Norwegian Hospital. 

The accident happened at about 7:30 in 
the morning. Mr. Chase, according to the 
railroad officials, tried to jump on the 
train as it was moving away. He missed 
his feoting and fell, striking the third rail 
with his legs. 

His body was jammed between the car 
and the platform. The crew stopped the 
train and tried to lift the body up to the 
platform, but, failing, sent in a fire alarm 
and a call for an ambulance. The firemen 
could not release the body, and the wreck- 
ing crew of the railroad company had to be 
sent for. With jacks they tilted the car 
sufficiently to take the imprisoned man 
up to the platform. He died just as he 
was being carried Into the hospital. The 
motorman and conductor of the train were 
arrested, but were released on bail. 

Mr. Chase was thirty-four years old, and 


was employed as auditor by the Frisch- 
knecht Heilbrun Company, 78 Greene 
Street. He leaves a widow and three chil- 
dren. 


NEW METROPOLITAN MANAGER. 


Oren Root, Jr., heretofore Assistant Gen- 
eral Manager of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway system, has been promoted to the 
position of General Manager of the system. 
He probably is the youngest street railway 
manager in the country, being only twenty- 
nine years old. 

Mr. Root was born in the little town of 
Columbia, Mo. His father was Professor 


of Mathematics in the University of Mis- 
souri. Oren Root, Jr., was educated at 
Hamilton College, in Clinton, N. Y., to 
which his father had removed, In 1895 he 
entered the service of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway as a clerk. He attracted 
the attention of President Vreeland, who 
determined to teach him thoroughly the 
street railway business, and sent him out 
as a motorman, a conductor, and gripman. 
He was gradually advanced through the 
grades of Inspector, car starter, Barn Su- 
perintendent, &c., until he finally became 
Assistant General Manager, from which 
position he has just been advanced. Mr.

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ELEPHANTS MARCH ROUND 


Barnum & Bailey’s Circus Shows 
at Madison Square Garden. 








Appreciative Crowd Enjoys a Variety of 
New Acts—Agent Hamilton Offers 
Reward for New Adjectives. 





Tody Hamilton, mobilizer of adjectives 
and promoter of publicity, smiled last night 
as the doors of Madison Square Garden 
swung open and the Barnum & Bailey cir- 
cus season of 1903 was on. It was the 
same smile that Mr. Hamilton has been 
wearing on like occasions for many years. 
Then he pointed proudly to the programme 
of the occasion. 


“One thousand dollars reward is of- 
fered for the management,’’ he announced, 


for the discovery in any published Eng- 
lish dictionary of an adjective not used in 
qualifying some one of the herein described 
acts. If there be 
use it before the season is over.” 

After glancing through ‘the programme 
no one made any effort to claim the re- 
ward. 

Soeiety favored the opening of the circus 
season with its presence to a 
extent. Count Boni de Castellane and the 
Ceuntess, who was Miss Anna Gould, occu- 
pied a box and entertained several guests 


afterward at dinner. Berry Wall, too, an 
inveterate circusgoer, was on hand early 
and allowed the baby elephant to take 


peanuts from his evening gloves about as 
long as that capricious young creature 
showed any disposition to continue, 

An excellent performance was given, in 
the opinion of the many who witnessed the 
circus, and with all the costly and strange 
accessories that go to make a successful 
“greatest show on earth.'’ The crowd was 
a little below the average of recent years, 
but it surely was appreciative, if not up to 
the capacity of the great garden. The per- 
formance went along smoothly and con- 
tained many features of decided merit. 

As an introductory, the new Bolossy 
Kiralfy spectacle, ‘‘ The Tribute of Balkis,” 
was exceptionally well done, and was a 
most difficult spectacle to execute. More 
than four hundred persons take part in 
this, with a dozen elephants and four score 
of horses. It was supposed to represent 
the journey of an ancient, powerful Queen 
to a mighty sovereign, with all the aeces- 
sories of Oriental magnificence. 

Notwithstanding the death of the monster 
elephant, Jingo, while en route to this 
country, the herd of elephants possessed by 
the show is very large and contains many 
that have been trained excellently. Their 
acts are among the first on the programme. 
Of the horses one would have to quote from 
Mr. Hamilton's supply of adjectives in or- 
der to give any adequate description. 

The exhibition of Mme. Marantette, with 
the horse Evergreen, which she _ puts 
through eighteen different gaits while driv- 
ing to a road wagon, was a novelty that 
Was appreciated by all. Rosa Huettemann’s 
act with a black horse, which she makes 
skip a big three-quarter hoop, also is clever 
as well as being new. 

The football playing pony gets many well- 
deserved laughs with his act, which con- 
sists of kicking an immense football tossed 
at his heels by an attendant. 

Cyclo's feat, with those of his associates 
who ride about inside the small slatted 
platelike inclosure on their bicycles, al- 
though not new in its idea, was somewha- 
new in its method of execution and showed 
a daring on a wheel that more than once 
looked like tempting fate. 

Of acrobats and of clever jugglers there 
appeared to be no end, and in this class 
several of the acts are new and of ex- 
cellent quality. There also was a new horse 
act, in which seventy horses and ponies of 
varying size were used, All gathered in one 
large ring, forming a pyramid with an im- 
mense white horse at the apex. On this one 
white horse was the only rider in the entire 
group. 

Then to music the horses moved in va- 
rious directions,,each of the various rings 
moving in a direction opposite to that of 
the ring above. The horses were trained 
to the minute, and there was not a sign of 
the slightest break in all the long and diffi- 
cult performance. 

Of the freaks shown during the early ex- 
hibition the new giant, said to be 8 feet 4 
inches in height, who was imported only a 
few days ago, plainly drew most attention. 
He did not look more than thirty years old, 


and, in.spite of his immense stature, is 
proportionately built, and is rather good 
looking. Another exhibition that proved 


rrost popular was the collection of models 
of United States warships constructed with 
Government sanction from coples of the of- 
ficial plans. 


WATERBURY STRIKE STEP. 


President Mahon of Street Railway 
Union Would See Trolley Officials. 


An effort is to be made by W. D. Mahon, 
President of the International Association 
of Street Railway Employes, who came to 
this city yesterday to confer with the Pres- 
ident of the company whose trolleymen are 
on strike in Waterbury, Conn., with a view 
to a possible settlement of the strike. Mr. 
Mahon said yesterday that, in case his 
peace proposals were unsuccessful, he 
would put himself in communication with 
President Gompers of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, with the object of extending 


the strike. 

President Mahon has had several talks 
with the officers of the National Civic 
Federation in this city. and given them his 
side of the dispute. The federation is will- 
ing to give its services if it can aid in 
bringing the strike to a satisfactory end. 


UNION OF TWO CHURCHES. 
Proposed Consolidation of North and 


Washington Heights Presbyterian 
Congregations, with New Edifice. 


The North Presbyterian Church, Ninth 
Avenue and Thirty-first Street, forced from 
that locality by the purchase of its prop- 
erty for the terminal of the new tunnel of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, has practically 
decided to buy lots dnd build a new church 
on Washington Heights. At a meeting on 
Wednesday last the congregation voted 
unanimously to give the Trustees power to 
take such action.

The name suggested 
for the new church is the North Church on 
Washington Heights.

This, however, did not prevent the form- 
ation of the Northern Securities Company 
on a plan devised to defeat the policy of the 
law. The great battle for control of the 
Northern Pacific Road had been fought, 
Mr. Beck said, a panic had been precipitat- 
ed, and the warring interests had found 
themselves so perilously near being in- 
volved themselves that, in self-protection, 
a truce was made. 

He quoted at great length from the testi- 
mony of J. J. Hill, J. P. Morgan, E. H. 
Harriman, and others, at hearings in the 
case of the United States vs. the Northern 
Securities Company, in proof of this and 
then returned to the legal aspect of the 
compact between the several interests 
forming the Northern Securities Company. 
These interests were agreed to a gigantic 
pool, but instead of terming it a pool, a 
‘nolding company’ was to conduct the 
affairs of their combination, Continuing, 
Mr. Beck said:

Union Facific interests in the Burlington 
purchase was because of this legal objec- 
uon.

Effect of the Sherman Law. 


Mr. Beck cited numerous opinions from 
applicable decisions of Federal Appellate 
Courts, upholding the provisions of the

ions in the following propositions: 

fm Public policy requires free competition be- 
tween competing transportation lines, and forbids 
all attempts to restrict such competition or cre- 
ate a monopoly. 

2. The police power extends to corporations 
which are engaged in public service, and which 
are, therefore, subject to legislative control 80 
far as becomes necessary for the protection of 
the public interests, and it is competent for the 
Legislature of a State with respect to domestic 


trade, and Congress with respect to inter-State 
trade, to prohibit elther corporations or individ- 
uals from combining, either directly or indi- 
rectly, so as to eliminate competition. 


The purchase of stock by a railroad corpora- 
tion in a competing line is contrary to public 
policy and void, and this even though accom- 
plished by individual stockholders acting in 
behalf and for the interests of the purchasing 
Company, 

4. Where the direct and necessary result of a 
given combination is to eliminate competition, 
und thereby restrain trade, the intent to accom- 
plish that result will be presumed and need not 
be formally proved. 

5. It is not importantethat the proposed com- 
bination does not s®cure complete monopoly 
of a given subject of commerce; a partial mo- 
nopoly is equally offensive to public policy. 

6. The fact that the power of the combination 
has not been exercised to increase prices or 
rates is not important. The law is concerned not 


with what is done, but with the power to do 

+. The law will look to the substance and not 
to the form, and will not permit a monopolistic 
combination, no matter by what corporate or 
legal devices it may be attempted.

HOSPITAL DOCTOR STARTLES 
COURT BY HIS ADMISSION. 


Rincchaesees 

Testifies That Internes Make Partial 
Reports of Trolley Accident Cases 

When They Do Not Get Passes. ' 


A physician, called to testify for the 
Brooklyn Heights Railroad Company in an 
action brought by Phoebe Cavanaugh, as- 
tenished Justice Parkhurst and the jurors 
sitting in Part II. of the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn, yesterday, by his frankness. His 
testimony was to the effect that he and 
other ambulance surgeons were in the 
habit of exacting favors in the shape of 
passes from the railroad company, and that 
when they did not receive the passes they 
made it unpleasant for the company. 

Mrs. Cavanaugh was knocked down by a 
trolley car of the Brooklyn Heights Com- 
pany at Flushing Avenue and Bogert Street 
on March 18, 1901, and sustained injuries 
for which she sought $5.00 damages. In 
defense of the suit the railroad company 
put Dr. Edward L. Wilson on the stand. 
He testified that on the day of the accident, 
he was an ambulance surgeon at St. Cath- 
arine’s Hospital, and that he was called to 
attend the woman. When he treated her he 
declared that he found evidences of intoxi- 
cation. $

FIGHTING IN HONDURAS.

Before April 20. 





BRISTOL, R. I., March 18.—Progress on 
the yacht Reliance has been so good the 
past three days that it is likely that she 
will be in the water within three weeks 
after the challenger. The American boat is 
almost plated, her mast is complete, and 
One suit ot sails is finished. Ali the bronze 
plates on the boat are now riveted, and the 
nickel steel plates on the sheer amidships 
are in position. The riveters are following 
close after the platers. 

A month ago it was expected that the 
boat would be launched on April 11. when 
there will be an unusually high tide, but 
the depth of water in the dock will permit 
the boat to be sent overboard on an ordi- 
nary tide. 7 

In case the boat is launched during the 
first week in April, it is probable that she 
will have her first trial spin before the 
20th. 

The Constitution had her trial spin_ two 
years ago during the last week in May, 
while the Columbia in 1899 did not start 
off until the last week in June. 


FEATURES OF SHAMROCK Il. 


Indications Point to a High, Narrow 
Sail Plan with No Extra Tax by 
N. Y. ¥. C.’s Rule. 


GLASGOW, March 18.—The pontoons on 
which Shamrock Ll. was launched yester- 
day were removed this ‘afternoon. The 
yacht afloat confirms the previous good 
opinions of her. The doubts whether she 
would turn on the excessively short keel 
were partially allayed. She came accurate- 
ly to the bow floating marks, and under 
her counter the water just lapped the first 
water line. While moving it was remarked 
that the challenger was moved smoothly 
and easily. The spars have been brought 
from Denny's yard, and it has been ar- 
ranged to step them to-morrow. They have 
many remarkable features. ; 

Mr. Fife has adopted a high, narrow sail 
plan. The Shamrock’s steel mainmast is of 
appreciably less diameter than any pre- 
vious spar, and the gaff and boom possess 
the same characteristic, promising a great 
advantage in reducing windage. The main- 
mast and topmast, which are in one, are 
shorter than those of Shamrock II. This 
decrease, which is principally in the top- 
mast, is made up by the immense topsail 
yard, built of hollow steel. When set this 
will give the desired height, with the valu- 
able feature of not being taxed in. the 
yacht’s measurement under the New York 
Yacht Club rules.

Under the agreement the bill is limited 
to newsboys. No girl under sixteen is to be 
allowed to sell papers on the street. The 
only requirement for a license as newsboy 
is a minimum age limit of ten years, and 
the application for license is to be made by 
parent, guardian, or next friend of the boy. 

The provisions relating to enforcement 
are greatly simplified. The Judges are to 
be given large discretion as to disposal of 
cases, and the provisions of the Penal Code 
and Code of Criminal Procedure are to re- 
main unimpaired.

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THE PRESIDENT’S POLITICAL NOMI- 
NATIONS. 

Nothing has done so much to establish 
President RoosEVELT in the confidence 
of the common people as the standard of 
appointments which he early announced 
and to which for a long time he adhered. 
From this standard he has unfortunately 
recently departed in a marked manner. 
The treatment by the Senate of his nomi- 
nation of Mr. BYRNE as District Attorney 
of Delaware, and of Mr. PLIMLEY as As- 
sistant Treasurer in New York, is an in- 
dication of the feeling probably much 
less strong in the Senate than in the 
public mind. The nomination of one of 
these gentlemen has twice been con- 
demned by the committee to which it was 
referred, and may now be regarded as 
finally disposed of. The nomination of 
the other, after having been hastily ap- 
proved under the manipulation of the 
senior Senator from New York, was re- 
called for further consideration, and has 
now been recalled by the President. 
It cannot be denied that both of these 
are in no agreeable sense purely political 
appointments. That is to say, they were 
made for reasons derived solely from 
partisan politics, Personal fitness and 
experience were lacking in both cases. 
Indeed, the test of experience had found 
both of them wanting. Mr. Byrrye’s of- 
ficial record showed him, to be seriously 
derelict in energy, industry, and atten- 
tion to his work. Mr. PLIMLeEy’s record, 
while perhaps not so unfavorable, was 
such as to have forbidden his selection. 
The President is reported to have said 
that the difficulty was to find a $40,000 
man for an $8,000 place in New York. 
He finds tnat kind of man for his Cab- 
inet without difficulty, and the dignity 
and influence of the office of Assistant 
Treasurer in this city are quite sufficient 
inducements to secure kh competent man. 
It is only necessary to recall the’ char- 
acter of the best-known men who have 
held the place within the last twenty 
years to establish this inference. While 
we have no desire to criticise in a carp- 
ing spirit the action of the President, 
and while we recognize that he has a 
standard of political experience which, 
though we cannot in the least approve of 
it, he holds sincerely and openly, we are 
bound to say that these nominations fall 
far below even that standard. They are 
nominations that ought not to have been 
made, and they justify, as they will prob- 
ably compel, a substantial réduction from 
the public confidence to which we have 
already referred. And the withdrawal of 
Mr. PLIMLEy’s name, while it is what 
ought to be done, is something that never 
should have been necessary. 








THE INTEROCEANIC CANAL. 
The most impressive thing about the 
last step in the adoption by the United 
States of the Panama Canal project is 
the fact that it does not impress the 
public mind in any extraordinary man- 
ner. The vote of ratification in the Sen- 
ate is practically unanimous, and ,it is 
accepted by the people, as the shifting 
fortunes of the treaty from the first 
have been accepted, with as little excite- 
ment as would have attended the appro- 
priation for a new battleship. 

Not that the public is ignorant of the 
extent of the enterprise or its certain ef- 
fect upon our trade with the world, or 
that it is indifferent to these considera- 
tions. On the contrary, there has been 
no great measure of National policy that 
has commanded a larger degree of intel- 
ligent understanding and approval. But 
an event of this intrinsic magnitude is 
no longer of great relative magnitude. 

‘The people have become used to big 
things, take their approach as a matter 
of course, and are at ease as to their ac- 
complishment. Here is an engineering 
work on which already some $400,000,000 
has been expended by the French com- 
pany that originated it, and which we 
have undertaken to complete at a cost, 
for franchises, title, and construction, of 
some $250,000,000. Our experts say that 
it can be done. Congress has authorized 
the expenditure. The people are en- 
tirely sure that it will be done, and that 
the process will not disturb the ordinary 
course of business or in the least strain 
the resources, financial or other, of the 
Nation. The $50,000,000 needed to clear 
the way will be paid out of the till of the 
Treasury from the surplus already exist- 
“ng there. The $200,000,000 for con- 
struction, or even a larger amount, is to 
bé raised on bonds that bear 2 per cent. 
interest, and must be sold at par at a 
time when the British consols bearing 
2% per cent. sell at about 92. But there 
‘4s no real need that this sum should be 
borrowed. It could without serious em- 
barrassment be paid as the expenditure 
is required from year to year out of the 
annualincome. The entire amount could 
be raised in five years from the taxes 
that have been gsemgeled since the close

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of the Spanish war, and the effect on the 
general business of the country would 
not in all probability be felt. 

Measured by similar enterprises, the 
Panama Canal is practically unap- 
proached in cost. The Suez Canal is es- 
timated to have cost $100,000,000, and 
was in its time the wonder of the world. 
The Pacific railways received advances 
from the Government to the amount of 
some $65,000,000, which the interest 
brought up to some $116,000,000, to- 
gether with about 40,000,000 acres of 
land, Both the Suez Canal and the 
transcontinental railways were for a 
long time regarded as hopelessly vis- 
ionary. Neither of them at present 
would be considered formidable either as 
to difficulty of construction or as to cost. 

Certainly we move rapidly in our day, 
but there is no reason to think, judged 
by the strictest practicable tests, that 
we do not move steadily and safely. 
The pace of the modern fast train would 
have seemed utterly destructive to that 
grave member of Parliament who asked 
STEPHENSON what would happen to his 
locomotive if a cow should get on the 
track.

THE WATER STORAGE COMMISSION 
BILL. 


“The Committee on Forests of the New 
York Board of Trade and Transporta- 
tion has entered a vigorous and well- 
considered protest against Senate Bill 
No. 156, entitled “‘ An act continuing the 
Water Storage Commission and increas- 
ing its powers, for the purpose of pre- 
venting floods and inundations, promot- 
ing navigation, conserving the public 
health, and developing the natural 
sources of the State by regulating the 
flow of streams, and making an appro- 
priation therefor.” A bill with such a 
title, and ostensibly for the objects re- 
cited, would naturally command unani- 
mous approval; and it is probably be- 
cause it seems so beneficent and inno- 
cent of guile that it has. thus far 
tracted so little attention. On critical 


re- 


at- 


examination it is found to be no ordi- 
nary measure, and behind the agreeable 
title lurks a job of gigantic proportions. 
If this view is correct, the Board of 
Trade and Transportation has rendered 
an exceptional public service in expos- 
ing it. 

The protest of the body quoted sets 
forth that the real object of the bill is to 
serve private and corporate interests at 
the public cost. Primarily, it has for its 
object a monopoly of valuable water 
powers. On this subject the committee 
says: 

For a number of years past many at- 
tempts ‘have been made to gain by legisla- 
tion the privilege to control the waters on 
certain streams and rivers in this State and 
to develop the water power therein by dams 
and other means for private benefit. Here- 
tofore the projectors have proposed to con- 
struct the necessary dams and do other 
necessary work at their own expense or at 
the expense of the corporations existing or 
to be created to undertake the work of de- 
velopment. All the. acts heretofore pro- 
posed were calculated to create monopolies 
in control of the natural resources proposed 
to be developed and failed to take just cog- 
nizance of vested interests located in the 
sections upon which the improvements were 
to be made. Through the vigilance of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens and the wisdom of pre- 
vious Legislatures all such attempts to 
seize upon these water courses and appro- 
priate them to private uses and private 
profit have failed. 

From this point of view it appears that 
the real object of the bill is to do for 
private interests what they have found 
it impracticable to do under the present 
law of water and water courses in the 
State. What the interests to be served 
would gladly do at their own cost if per- 
mitted, they have the hardihood to ask 
the State to do for them at the public 
cost, the expense to be assessed upon the 
villages, towns, cities, and counties al- 
leged to be Lenefited, in the judgment of 
the commission, Such a plan invites 
very critical scr. ‘iny. 

The stated objects of the bill are un- 
doubtedly good, but it is none the less 
open to the suspicion of being a very 
dangerous measure, charged with poten- 
tialities of jobbery and corruption. The 
commission is empowered, upon the peti- 
tion of any individuals or corporations 
having riparian rights upon any river or 
water course who are “ desirous of reg- 
ulating the flow of water therein,” 
upon any other insufficient application, 
to undertake w.-cks of unlimited cost, of 
which the State need bear no larger pro- 
if than the Governor ap- 
proves. The bill seems to be full of in- 
consistencies and pitfalls. If enacted, it 
would place in the hands of nine Com- 
missioners a po-ver greater and more ir- 
responsible than now resides in any de- 
partment of the State Government. The 
work devolving upon the commission is 
work which should be intrusted only to 
experts of the highest discretion. Its 
engineering responsibilities are difficult 
and delicate. Flood problems are not 
subjects for study by laymen guided by 
commercial interests. The bill is cer- 
tainly one which should not be passed 
hastily or without full knowledge of 
what every provision means. The fol- 
lowing from the protest of the commit- 
tee invites cordial approval:

In conclusion, we urge upon the Legislat- 
ure a careful consideration of the causes of 
flood and the cure thereof which we have 
indicated, and as one of the means to that 
end, which may be immediately adopted, 
we urge the passage of the Bostwick bill, 
Assembly No. 1,040: ‘“‘An act to continue 
the acquisition of land in the Adirondack 
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Park and to provjde for the extension of 
the forest preserve in the Counties of Dela- 
ware, Greene, Sullivan, and Ulster and 
making an appropriation therefor.” We 
also urge the Legislature to thoroughly in-

Some time ago the Hodcarriers’ 
Union of that place was ordered out on a 
Sympathetic strike to sustain a conten- 
tion of the carpenters. Not all of the 
members wanted to go, but the order of 
the Building Trades Council was effec- 
tive, and the strike took place, forcing 
the willing and the unwilling into tem- 
porary idleness. As a result, the men 
who were made idle against their will 
have brought a suit against the Building 
Trades Council, claiming $5,000 in dam- 
ages for injury suffered in consequence 
of loss of work. This presents the mat- 
ter of the responsibility of bodies assum- 
ing to speak and act for labor in a new 
light, and raises many interesting ques- 
tions. Assuming the Building Trades 
it 
would seem as if an action for damages 
resulting from its action in stopping 
the employment of men who wanted to 
work would lie. 

From every point of view this Indiana 
movement is interesting. It seems to 
mark the beginning of a recrystallization 
of labor for the attainment of new 
standards. For example, the Muncie 
union has adopted a constitution which 
declares against strikes as a means of 
settling disputes between employers and 
workmen, denounces the boycott as un- 
American and destructive of social or- 
der and the public peace, opposes “ un- 
fair lists’ as encouraged by the trades 
unions, and declares in favor of grading 
mechanics according to their ability in 
the occupations they follow. That these 
broad truths are rank heresies from the 
point of view of trades unionism shows 
how far it is from a correct compre- 
hension of sound ethical principles, and 
of how little value is the assumption of 
an altruistic purpose which really cov- 
ers the narrowest and most ignoble self- 
ishness. ‘

The success of any movement on the 
part of labor to emancipate itself from 
the control of the unions will depend, in 
great degree, if not wholly, upon the in- 
telligence with which employers act in 
conjunction with it. They do not need 
to encourage it ostentatiously, much less 
to patronize it; but every consideration 
of self-interest suggests that they should 
see to it that no man suffers from the 
assertion of his independence or from his 
readiness to be rated according to his 
worth. 





TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 





——In a discussion of the problems which 
confront the would-be navigator of the 
air, Dr. T. B. COLLINS, writing for The 
Electrical World and Engineer, rehearses 
the various recent achievements with mo- 
tor-driven balloons, and admits that they 
are considerable, but when he comes to 
define ‘‘ mechanical flight, properly so 
called,” he says that it is ‘aviation in 
which the gas bag plays no part.’’ With 
that, doubtless, all enlightened opinion will 
agree, and in the direction indicated lies 
the one great extension of man’s domain 
that is still possible. Whether the flying 
machine of the future is to use moving 
wings or to depend on motionless planes the 
writer of the article does not venture to 
decide, but he confidently predicts that 
the motive power in either case will be 
electricity from a storage battery. The 
present weight of all such batteries, though 
it is far in excess of that of the lightest 
steam engine of equal energy, does not 
alarm him. ‘‘ The weight of the average 
pigeon,’ he says, ‘“‘is one pound, and the 
measurement of its muscle development 
shows it td possess 1-83 of a horse power. 
The wild goose has a weight of 9 pounds, 
with a muscle development of only .026 of a 
horse power, or 1 horse power to every 346 
pounds. This, of course, includes the fly- 
ing creature complete; but suppose, in the 
case of the airship, that a large margin be 
allowed for the weight of the structure, we 
would still have from 150 to 200 pounds to 
put into every horse power. This is at 
present within the limits of possibility. It 
is claimed that the new Edison battery 
weighs less than 61 pounds per horse pow- 
er, and it is not apparent at present how 
this can be improved upon, 
such an achievement is not inconceivable, 
but motors might very readily be reduced 
one-half in weight by using aluminium 
wherever practicable and cutting away all 
surplus metal in the make-up. The fact ts 
that the demand for lightness in electrical 
power construction has not been such as to 
induce inventors to strive for the attain- 
ment of this object. When the time comes 
they will not be found wanting.”” Which 
is a large promise, but not necessarily a 
rash one. 


——Hitherto, when people talked munici- 
pal ownership, the New York lighting com- 
panies have been able to smile and say 
disdainfully, ‘‘ Who's afraid?’’ But now 
the grisly spectre has suddenly appeared 
right in their path cnd very close at hand, 
and, as they confront it with bristling hair 
and bulging eyes, the horror of the situa- 
tion is deepened by their realization of the 
fact that they have not a single friend 
from whom they can expect reassurance 
and protection. Even those who have least 
liking for the extension of municipal activ- 
ities into the domain till now monopolized 
by private individuals and corporations find 
their arguments almost useless in defense 
of these companies, and, while not quite 
willing to admit that experiments with 
public ownership are safe, yet are forced 
to confess that the present evils are so 
great that to remove them risky efforts are 
permissible. For their utter friendlessntss 
in this time of trouble the lighting com- 
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panies, and especially the gas companies, 
can thank their own manners even more 
than their own methods. Possessing gigan- 
tic powers, they have used them like 
giants, and the public has resented the 
tone in which its complaints and protests 
have been answered—when they were an- 
swered at all—rather more than the per- 
sistent robbery which it has vehemently 
suspected. Elucidation of such mysteries 
as gas bills rendered for months when 
apartments were unoccupied has almost in- 
variably been haughtily refused, and criti- 
cism of meters has as often been con- 
temptuously ignored as unworthy of notice. 
It is not to be supposed that the gas com- 
panies deliberately train their clerks and 
representatives to this behavior, but cer- 
tainly they do not rebuke and prevent it. 
For desperate abuses desperate remedies 
are welcomed, and, just as during the coal 
strike, the suggestion of expropriation was 
heard patiently by persons who in other 
circumstances would have rejected it in- 
stantly, so now, when it is proposed that 
the city establish a lighting plant for its 
own needs, and perhaps to supply a gen- 
eral demand, the convinced opponents of 
municipal ownership either assent or con- 
tent themselves with keeping silent. 

—It is more than a little amusing that 
Capt. Piper intrusted to a policeman named 
COsTIGAN the introduction of a system of 
traffic regulation which is described by its 
few adverse critics as ‘‘ British nonsense.” 
That the system, though undoubtedly the 
result of observations made in London, is 
not at all nonsensical, but is, on the con- 
trary, both sensible and effective, was ad- 
mitted enthusiastically by almost every- 
body who watched its workings on Broad- 
way the first day it was tried there, and 
appreciation of its vast superiority over the 
haphazard methods of the past is bound to 
grow as soon as the inevitable antagonism 
to every innovation has died away. Some 
may be annoyed that we had to go to Lon- 
don for instruction in a very simple matter, 
but when we create conditions exactly like 
those which exist elsewhere, we must ex- 
pect to imitate the expedients by which the 
conditions have been met elsewhere—to im- 
itate them, that is, unless we can devise 
better expedients of our own, as has often 
happened to be the case. This particular 
problem, however, we have hitherto 
ignored, and in consequence we have en- 
dured a vast amount of needless inconven- 
ience, which now, thanks to Capt. PIPER'S 
intelligent humility, seems likely soon to 
disappear, It is well, however, to remem- 
ber that the Broadway coachmen, cabmen, 
teamsters, and motormen will have to be 
trained in the new rules as carefully as the 
Broadway policemen, and that the effi- 
ciency of the latter will in great part de- 
pend upon the prompt and willing obedience 
given to their signals. A few arrests will 
probably be necessary to subdue the resist- 
ance of those who have enjoyed the wordy 
battles of the past, and who instinctively 
characterized the reform as “ British non- 
sense.”’ If the facilitation of travel on 
crowded streets is nonsense, British or 
other, we can stand a good deal of it. How 
Goes it happen, by the way, that, though 
many and many a New York City official 
visited London before Capt. PirerR went 
there, not one of them thought of applying 
here methods that have worked satisfac- 
torily there for many years? It looks as 
though the Captain, like many another 
man, were going to get a lot of fame for 
doing a thing that involved the exercise of 
only common intelligence. 

—Hawaii's invitation to President RoosgE- 
VELT to become its guest probably marks 
the beginning of the end for that ‘ un» 
written law ”’ which forbids our Chief Ex- 
ecutive to pass the boundaries of the United 
States. Those boundaries are now some- 
what hard to define, since we have terri- 
tory that is within them for certain pur- 
poses, and outside of them for certain 
others, and the chances are that in the near 
future Presidents will determine the length 
of their journeys by their inclinations and 
their own interpretation of public interest, 
rather than by any ancient tradition of 
mysterious origin and questionable author- 
ity. President RoosEVELT has not accepted 
Hawaii's invitation, but he declined it for 
the reason that it would disarrange his 
plans, not because there would be anything 
improper in acceptance. That shows with 
sufficient plainness how much weight he 
gives to the “‘ unwritten law."

Chamber of Deputies Adopts the 
Government’s Proposal. 








Refuses Authorizations Under the Asso- 
Law—M. Combes De- 
nounces the Religious Orders.

PARIS, March 18.—The Chamber of Dep- } 


uties to-day devoted its entire sitting, which 
lasted until late this evening, to finishing 


the debate on the proposal refusing author- | 


ization to teach to male religious congrega- 
tions, which authorization is required under 
the law of associations. 

The House finally adopted the report of 
the commission against the authorization 
by a smal] majority. 

The announcement that M. 
speak caused every seat on the fleor and 
in the galleries to be occupied, but it was 
not until a number of Deputies had spoken 
for and against the measure that the Pre- 
mier entered the tribune. He argued that 


the suppression of the congregations was | 


not a suppression of the of 
ing. The State, he said, 
regulate public instruction, to look into its 
character, and to forbid the teaching of 
doctrines contrary to republican principles. 
This was what the State was doing. Lib- 
erty of teaching was not a right that could 
not be proscribed. It was a concession by 
the State. The only question was whether 
this concession should be made to the re- 
ligious congregations, whose teaching dur- 
ing the past fifty years could be judged by 
its results. 

The Premier then said that he had al- 
lowed the fable that he had been himself a 
member of a congregation to pass unchal- 
lenged, but it was now time to state the 
tacts, He was the son of poor parents and 
it Was necessary that he should go where 
education was least costly. sie attended a 
small seminary intended for poor children, 
and he had learned there that there was an 
abyss between the bourgeois class, educated 
by the congregations, and the laboring 
class. Instead of love, fraternity, and unity 
among the peopie, the teaching by the con- 
gregations brought forth hatreds and alien- 
ated the people from the republic. It was 
time to take measures to end this propa- 
ganda. The congregations were doing all 
in their power to destroy the republican 
doctrine, and to show any weakness toward 
them would be unpardonable. The country 
had encouraged, the Government's policy in 
all the recent elections, which had resulted 
in favor of a republican policy. The exist- 
ence of the congregations was a contradic- 
tion in a country regulated by the princi- 
ples of 1798. They were the instruments 
of a counter-revolution and they must all 
be pushed aside by a single vote which 
would indorse the entire policy of the Gov- 
ernment. This action would be contrary 
neither to the spirit nor to the letter of 
the law. 

‘There is nothing in the law,’ 
the Premier, ‘‘ which restricts 
separate discussion and vote on each of 
these demands for authorization. There is 
a principle at stake. The Government has 
done its whole duty. The majority cannot 
disavow it, for by so doing it would render 
it impossible for the Government to con- 
tinue its task.”’ 

This declaration that the Ministry made 
the passage of the report a question of con- 
fidence drew great applause from the 
benches of the Government supporters. 

M. Combes concluded by pointing out that 
if the Chamber entered into an examination 
of each application for authorization it 
would involve debates and votes on 451 sep- 
arate bills. The Premier retired from the 
tribune amid a prolonged ovation by the 
Republican members and much hissing on 
the part of the Conservatives and Nation- 
alists. 

After a brief reply by M. Ribot the Cham- 
ber voted the adoption of the commission's 
report by 300 votes to 257. This vote im- 
plied that the Chamber refused to discuss 
the articles of the report, but adopted the 
conclusion of the report in favor of reject- 
ing the applications for authorization by all 
teaching congregations. 

The announcement of the result of the 
ballot was received with shouts of “ Long 
live the republic!’’ and ‘“* Down with the 
congregations!’’ The Chamber then voted 
that Premier Combes’s speech should be 
printed and posted throughout France, and 
adjourned. —

LONDON, March 19.—Speaking at a 
meeting on Dehalf of Armenia and Mace- 
donia, says the Paris correspondent of 
The Times, Anatole France protested 
against European apathy in regard to 
Turkish atrocities. 

M. France declared that 300,000 Ar- 
menians had fallen by order of the 
“Red Sultan,” and that in Macedonia 
soldiers and officials slaughtered the 
peasants whose wives and daughters 
they maltreated. 

France, the speaker remarked, sent 
warships to demand that Turkey pay the 
Lorando and Tubini claims. ‘Do the 
powers,” he asked, ‘“‘say to the Sultan 
that he may kill, provided he pays?” 

M. France denied the charge of lack of 
caution brought against him and his 
friends because they denounce the mas- 
sacres committed and threatened. “It 
is not prudence to authorize crime by 
cowardly silence, and cowardice is never 
wise,’’ he said. 

In conclusion M. France demanded the 
full execution of the provisions of the 
Berlin treaty affecting Macedonia and 
Armenia.

Conveyed Between Manhattan Rail- 
way and City Real Estate 
Companies.

One Hundred ana Seventy-eighth Street, 
along the line of the Bronx Park extension. 
These properties were transferred by a 
single deed for a stated consideration of

in which the consideration is $2,58),900, 
covers 4 Front Street, property at Green- 
wich and Morris Streets, and at Chatham 
Square and Catharine Streets; 127 and 12 
West Fifty-third Street, the block bounded 
by Manhattan and Eighth Avenues, One 
Hundred and Tenth and One Hundred and

Tenor in a Dilemma Through Mau- 
rice Grau’s Retirement. 





Mr. Conried Is Forbidden as Member 


of the Buehnen Verein to Engage 
Singer Who Broke Contract. 





The case of Georg Anthes, the German 
tenor who has been barred from singing in 
Germany because he left the Dresden 
Opera House without permission to join 
Maurice Grau this season, promises to in- 
volve Heinrich Conried, the new impresario 
at the Metropolitan with the Buehnen Ver- 
ein, a German theatrical association of 
which he is a member. 

Mr. Anthes has been well received this 
year, and Mr. Conried is willing to re-en- 
gage him, but at present feels himself una- 
ble to do so because he is a member of the 
Buehnen Verein, which declares that none 


of its manager-members may re-engage an 
artist who has been placed under the ban 
of the association. 


Mr. Conried is a member through his con- 
nection with the Irving Place Theatre. 
Whether or not he will allow himself to be 
regarded as a member as manager of the 
Metropolitan has not yet been determined. 
He says that his name and not the thea- 
tre’s is identified with the association, and 
that it may try to hold him as a member in 
any capacity. However, he hopes, in 
latter event, to obtain an exception in the 
case of Mr. Anthes. It is possible that the 
association will make this exception rather 
than risk the loss of Mr. Conried. 

The Buehnen Verein, however, has been 


very strict regarding Mr. Anthes, and so 
far has refused to consider any leniency. 
Mr. Conried says that about two months 


ago it passed a special resolution concern- 
ing Mr. Anthes, barring him not for five 
years, the ordinary limit when an artist 
breaks his contract, but for life from play- 
ing under any manager of the association, 

Mr. Anthes’s original trouble arose when 
he signed with Maurice Grau for five 
years, leaving his position as leading tenor 
at the Dresden Opera House. He fought 
his case in the courts, but was made to 
pay the fine of about $5,000, and was barred 
trom playing for five years in Germany. 

After that he was expelled by the King 
of Saxony from the Order of Albrecht, and 
then barred for life from the Buehnen Ver- 
ein. In case he cannot sign with Mr. Con- 
ried, he probaviy will appear here in con- 
cert next season,

Nordica in Excellent Voice at the Last 
Performance of That Opera

GEN. SCHUYLER HAMILTON DEAD 


Grandson of Alexander Hamilton, Who 
Distinguished Himself in the Mexi- 
can and Civil Wars. 


Major Gen. Schuyler Hamilton, grandson 
of Alexander Hamilton and distinguished 
soldier of the Mexican and civil wars, died 
yesterday in his home at 24 West Fifty- 
ninth Street. He was born in this city 
eighty years ago, being the son of Col. John 
Church Hamilton, fourth son of Alexander 
HIamilton. Col. Hamilton was a veteran of 
the War of 1812, in which he served as 
aide-de-camp to Gen. Harrison. Gen. Ham- 
ilton’s grandmother was Elizabeth Schuy- 
ler, sister of Philip Schuyler of distin- 
guished Colonial lineage. His mother was 
Maria Eliza van den Heuval, daughter of 
Saron John Corneilus van den Heuval, once 
Governor of Dutch Guiana and a resident 
of New York. Gen, Hamilton’s brothers 
were Alexander Hamilton of Tarrytown, 
William Hamilton, and Judge Charles A, 
of the Supreme Court of Wis- 


consin. 

Gen, Hamilton was graduated from West 
Point in 1841, and his first service was on 
frontier duty at Fort Atkinson, Iowa. His 
military record is all the more remarkable 
because it was broken by many illnesses, 
He won promotion at Monterey and again 
at Mil Flores, and became Aide de Camp 
to Gen, Winfield Scott. He resigned from 
service on May 31, 1855, and became 
administrator of the New Almaden quick- 
silver mine, in California. Three years later 


he became a farmer in Branford, Conn., 
{| leaving his crops at the outbreak of the 
civil war to enlist as a private in the New 





York Seventh Regiment, in which he 
marched to the defense of Washington. 

Soon he became a member of the staff 
of Gen. Benjamin F. Butler, Military Secre- 
tary to Gen, Scott, and Assistant Chief of 
Staff with the rank of Colonel to Gen. 
Halleck. He became a Brigadier General in 
November, 1861, and he took part in the 
operations of the armies of the Tennessee 
and the Cumberland. He took part in the 
siege of Corinth, and suggested cutting the 
canal which permitted the Union forces to 
turn the Confederate position at Island 
Number Ten, resulting in the capture. For 
that service at New Madrid he becamé a 
Major General of Volunteers on Sept 17, 
i862. 

An unusually protracted illness compelled 
him to resign on Feb. 27, 1863, the accepting 
order being couched in these terms: 

‘The President, with much regret, accepts 
the resignation of Major Gen. Schuyler 
Hamilton because of the ill-health and dis- 
ability he incurred in the service of his 
country, wherein he was highly distin- 
guished for ability and good conduct.”’ 

He returned to his Branford farm for 
three years and then came to this city. He 
was hydrographic engifieer to the Depart- 
ment of Docks in 1871-3, and Superintendent 


of Yards until 1875. He was the author of 
a ‘“ History of the American Flag,’’ pub- 
lished in 1854, and ‘‘ Our National Flag, 


the Stars and Strips, Its History in a Cent- 
ury,”’ which he delivered as an address on 
June 14, 1877, before the New York His- 
torical Society on the centennial anni- 
versary of the adoption of the fiag. During 
recent years he was an invalid, and he 
lived almost in seclusion. His son, who 
bears his name, is the well-known archi- 
tect and prominent representative of the 
fourth generation of the family.

DEATH LIST OF A DAY. 


Rev. George L. Prentiss. 

The Rey. George Lewis Prentiss died yes- 
terday in his home, at 41 East Sixty-first 
Street, at the advanced age of eighty- 
seven years. He Was born in Gorham, Me., 
on May 12, 1816, and was graduated from 
Bowdoin College in 1835. The following 
year was spent as assistant in the Gorham 


Academy, during which time he prepared 
himself for his studies in Halle and Ber- 
lin, where he remained two years. From 


there he went to England and traveled for 
Some time, returning to this country as 
the pastor of a church in New Bedford,

He wrote “The Prob- 
lem of the Veto Power,” ‘Our National 
Bane,’ “The Agreement between Union

PENNSYLVANIA TUNNEL 
OPPOSITION IS HEARD 


Company Engineer Cross-Exam- 
ined at Commission’s Hearing. 


S 








Expresses Belief That the Excavations 
Can Be Made Without Affecting 
Adjoining Buildings. 





An exposition of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company's tunnel plans and a fore- 
cast of the points upon which the owners 
of affected property intend to oppose the 
excavation and terminal building, were 
given yesterday at the public hearing on 
the matter, begun before the Commission- 
ers appointed by the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court. The hearing was held 
in the office of Jonn J. Delaney, 27 William 
Street. In addition to Mr. Delaney, who is 
Chairman, the Commissioners are ex-Mayor 
Franklin Edson and Charles A. Whittier. 

A. B. Boardman of Boardman, Platt & 
Soley appeared in the interests of the rail- 
road company. He introduced the testi- 
mony of Charles M. Jacobs, Chief Engineer 
of the North River division of the Penn- 
sylvania tunnel. Mr. Jacobs explained in 
considerable detail the plans for the tun- 
nel, the subway structure from the edge 
of the island, the trackage, and the ter- 
minal station. 

Representing property owners at yester- 
day’s hearing were Mr. Mooney of Blandy, 
Mooney & Shipman, and Peter Condon. Mr. 
Mooney appeared for the Netherlands Cor- 
poration and some thirteen other property 
owners, and Mr. Condon for the Church of 
St. John the Baptist, Thirty-first Street 
and Seventh Avenue. Mr. Mooney did not 
complete his questioning of Mr. Jacobs be- 
cause of the engineer's inability to supply 
at that time certain information. The hear- 
ing will be resumed again Tuesday morn- 
ing next at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. Jacobs said there are to be two tun- 
nels, each accommodating a single track 
and sidewalks, one on either side of the 
track. The cylinders or tubes are to be of 
metal and concrete. They will be sunk be- 
neath the bed of the river, in the sediment 
that has accumulated there. That sedi- 
ment, he said, was found to be on the 
average about 132 feet deep—that is, he ex- 
piained, it is about that distance from the 
bed of the river to the rock formations 
upon which the caissons are to be placed. 
The caissons will be about fifteen feet in 
diameter, and the railroad tracks will be 
firmly fixed on them. There will be a 
Single row of these columns under each 
track, and they will number about 700 al- 
together. 

The tunnel will extend from Bergen Hill 
to a point between Eleventh and Twelfth 
Avenues, near Thirty-second Street, mak- 
ing the total length about 6,000 feet. Where 
the river tunnel is to end will be sunk a 
shaft, and from that the borings will be 
made both to the west, under the river, 
and to the east to the terminal. The street 
will not be opened from the river to the 
terminal, and the tube there will be on the 
average twenty-six feet below the surface. 

Along Thirty-second Street, from the 
river to Ninth Avenue, where the station 
will be, Mr. Jacobs explained, there is solid 
rock formation, so far as their tests have 
shown, and the engineer was of the opin- 
ion that the excavations might be made 
without disturbing the property abutting. 
But on that point there were differences of 
opinion. 

From Ninth to Seventh Avenue the tracks 
are to be depressed, and Eighth Avenue is 
to be elevated by a bridge. Mr. Boardman 
explained to the Commissioners that there 
is a bill before the Legislature authoriz- 
ing the closing of the street between Ninth 
and Eleventh Avenues, and its acquisition 
by the railroad company, either by purchase 
or by condemnation. 

There will be room, under the plans sub- 
mitted by Mr. Jacobs, for thirty-two tracks 
at the ferminal station, with a total of 
seven and a half miles. The underground 
area for the station will be twenty-eight 
acres. 

Regarding the details for the construction 
of the station Mr. Jacobs would not speak, 
saying that work had been apportioned 
among several architects and contractors. 
Replying to question from Mr. Boardman 
Mr. Jacobs said that from an engineering 
standpoint it was considered that there 
wouid be no grades or curves in the line 
proposed that would prevent making good 
speed or would be dangereus in any way 
to life and property. He said that electric 
power would be used, and because of that 
it was not considered necessary to install 
artificial ventilation, it being believed by 
engineers that the movement of the trains 
would carry sufficient air into the tunnel 
by suction. 

** But if it should be considered necessary 
at any time to instail such artificial ven- 
tilation,’’ he said, ‘it could be done with- 
out much difficulty.” 

Mr. Jacobs said he believed the tunnel 
could be completed within three years, It 
would take six or nine months to complete 
the work of the tracks and terminal sta- 
tion, and allowing for that, the whole work 
should be finished within four years. 

Mr. Mooney brought out from the engi- 
neer that it would be much less expensive 
to bore the hole from the shaft at the 
end of the island to the station than it 
would be to open the street.. Mr. Jacobs 
ccntended that it would be safer, consid- 
ering the character of the earth there. He 
said that he was certain that although the 
borings would be to a point within six 
inches of the building foundations on either 
side, there would be no danger, because 
the tunnel would be so far down, Great 
precaution would be taken, Mr. Jacobs 
said, to prevent injury to property. *‘ But 
if there is any injury,” he said, “it will 
be paid for.”’ 

“It is not a matter of financial reim- 
bursement entirely,’ said Mr. Mooney. 
“What we want to know is whether or 
not this solvent corporation intends to 
blow these houses to pieces and then pay 
for them. Is there to be peaceable, quiet 
enjoyment of the premises during the 
period of construction?” 

Mr. Jacobs then told how precautions 
would be taken in the blasting and removal 
of the rock. 

When an adjournment was ordered Mr. 
Boardmcn addressed the Commissioners, 
asking them to expedite the proceedings 
inasmuch as his clients, who spent $9,000,- 
6v0 for property now unproductive, are los- 
ing about $1,000 a day. 


SIGNS OF TROLLEY TUNNEL. 


Real Estate Operations Indicate Likeli- 
hood of a New Project Being 
Carried Out. 


All that could be learned yesterday tended 
to give additional color to the report that a 
new trolley tunnel project is already well 
advanced, having for its object the con- 
necting of Exchange Place, Jersey City, 
with a point in this city in the neighbor- 
hood of Church and Fulton Streets. 

It is known that the real estate brokerage 
firm of Horace S. Ely & Co. have either 
under contract or option a large num- 
ber of parcels in the blocks bounded by 
Cortlandt and Fulton, Greenwich and 
Church Streets, although the members of 
that firm refused yesterday to give the 


slightest intimation as to the exact loca- 
tion of these properties or whether they 
are being bought to secure a right of way 
or for terminal purposes. 

The southwest corner of Dey and Church 
Streets, owned by ex-Representative Jef- 
ferson M. Levy, was ld under contract 
three or four weeks ago. Overtures have 
also been made to owners on the south side 
of Fulton Street, between Greenwich and 
Church Streets. and the opinion prevails 
tnat the greater part of the block bounded 
by Dey and Fulton, Church and Green- 
wich Streets is involved in the enterprise. 

The owners of the southeast corner of 
Fulton and Church Streets have also been 





. approached, although anotker near-by own- 


er in the same block with the latter prop- 
erty said that he had not been a party to 
negotiations of any description. 

The fact that Ely & Co. have been in 
charge of the buying of property leads to 
the belief that William G. McAdoo is act- 
ively interested in this latest tunnel 
scheme. These same brokers bought the 
site for the New York terminal of the old 
North River tunnel, when that enterprise 
was revived about a year ago. Mr. McAdoo, 
when asked yesterday whether he was in- 
terested in the present land purchases in

éclined to discuss the matter. 
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EVIDENCE FOR MR. O’BRIEN. 


Divorce Suits of the ex-Sheriff and His 
Wife on Trial in the Supreme 
\ Court. 


All of the complicated domestic affairs 
of ex-Sheriff James O’Brien and Mrs. Abbie 
E. O’Brien are being aired in the Supreme 
Court before Justice Scott and a jury as 
rapidly as the attorneys will permit wit- 
nesses to testify. The case has been ad- 
journed again and again during the two 
years and more it has been on the court 
calendars, but only yesterday were attor- 
neys able to bring it up for trial. 

The action is one for absolute divorce, 
which is asked by the husband. The wife 
also has a counter suit for an absolute de- 
cree, and in all there are eighteen questions 
of fact upon which the jury will be obliged 
to pass. The O'’Briens were married in 
1881, and notwithstanding their troubles 
still are living under the same roof, at ll 
West Eighty-sixth Street, although they 
declare they have not spoken to each other 
for two years. In his complaint O’Brien 
names ‘Jack’? Roche, Paul Suith, and 
George Powers, or Towers, as co-respond- 
ents. Mrs. O’Brien, in her action, names 
Mary McCarrick, for many years a serv- 
ant in the household, the family cook, and 
various other women known only by their 
first names. Robert L. Turk is counsel for 
Mrs. O’Brien and A. H. Hummel for the 
ex-Sheriff. 

Mary McCarrick testified that Paul Suith, 


a member of an orchestra, playing at the 
Grand Union Hotel in Saratoga, and Mrs. 
O’Brien had been very friendly guring the 
Summers of 1897 and 1898 at the O’Brien 
home in Saratoga. 

*‘In October of 1899,’’ said the witness, 
‘“*I heard Sandford tell his mother that he 
wceuld not allow his sisters to walk on the 
street with Suith. Mrs. O’Brien replied 
that they could, and that Suith was to be 
her second husband as soon as she was 
free from Mr. O’Brien. Sandford then said 
he would kill Suith.’’ Sandford is the 
twenty-year-old son of the O’Briens. 

Affairs in which ‘‘ Jack’’ Roche figured 
were gone over in detail, Mary McCarrick 
saying that the man and Mrs. O’Brien had 
been affectionate. Alvina Keegle, a fit- 
teen-year-old nurse girl employed by the 
O’Briens, told of finding a letter under 
Mrs. O’Brien’s pillow signed “ T. H. P.”’ 


FARRELL DENIES GAMBLING. 


Testifies in a Suit That He Has No In- 
terest in West 33d Street House— 
Never Saw a “ Wheel” Here. 








Frank Farrell was placed on the witness 
stand in a Supreme Court action yesterday 
and was examined at length concerning 
his alleged gambling enterprises. He denied 
all connections with such interests. 

Farrell's examination was conducted by 
Henry C. Quimby, attorney for Rogers 
L. Barstow, Jr., of Westchester, who is 
suing to recover $11,000 which he declares 
he lost in gambling in the house at 51 West 
Thirty-third Street, known as the Commer- 
cial Clerks’ Ciub. Barstow brought the 
action against Farrell and three men whom 
he declared he had reason to believe were 
associated with Farrell in the conduct of 
the club. They are Gottfried Walbaum, 
Frank Burbridge, and James Kennedy, and 
the examination was an attempt to prove 
by Farrell that he was in partnership with 
these men, Charlies L. Hoffman represented 
Farrell. 

Farrell declared in the most gmphatic 
terms that he never had any partnership 
transactions with any of the defendants, 
and said he knew nothing of the Commer- 
cial Clerks’ Club until he had seen a 
newspaper article on the suit against him. 
Farrell said he was accustomed te race 
horses and to bet on their success, but said 
he did not regard that as gambling any 
more than he considered stock transactions 
as gambling. He said he believed he had 
seen a roulette wheel in Saratoga, but was 
not certain. In New York City he was cer- 
tain one never had offended his eye, 

‘Have you_ever heard of a gamblers’ 
syndicate?’’ Farrell was asked during the 
examination. 

*““Not except in the newspapers.”’ 

‘“‘Have you ever heard of a partnership 
or combination of the gamblers? ”’ 

**No; that’s absurd, Its just a dream!” 
exclaimed Farrell with a laugh. 

“WwW hat do you call your transactions 
with Walbaum on the ‘racetrack, if there 
is no combine? ’”’ 

“That's legitimate,"’ said Farrell; ‘‘ Mr. 
Whitney and Mr. Belmont and all racing 
men do that.” 





LEGAL NOTES. 


INTRUSION OF PERSONAL OPINIONS OF 
AbDvocaTEsS.—The Law Journal commented 
editorially yesterday on the practice by 
counsel of volunteering their personal 
opinions in the trial of cases, and quoted 
the following language from a charge of 
Supreme Court Justice D. Cady Herrick 
delivered in a criminal case tried recently 
in Albany County: ‘‘ Perhaps it is well, 
gentlemen, before we come to consider 
this case, to brush away some of the 
things that have no business in it. Each 
counsel that you have observed here has 
prociaimed his belief; the one that of the 
innocence of his client, and the other the 
guilt of the man he is prosecuting. You 
will not take that into consideration for a 
moment. It is a grossly unprofessional 
thing for a lawyer to state to a jury what 
his belief is. Counsel of experience, repu- 
table counsel, never indulge in it. These 
gentlemen, when they get older and have 
mare experience and have paid more at- 
tention to the ethics of the profession, I 
think, will not indulge in that sort of 
thing. They carry no weight; it is the un- 
supported statement of men. They are 
placing themselves for credit and standing 
in the community before you without the 
sanction of an oath that any witness pre- 
sents in a case. You have no right to con- 
sider it for a moment, excepting as an in- 
dication that:the counsel have not risen to 
the best standing of their profession.’’ The 
Law Journal says that, while Justice Her- 
rick was probably more severe than was 
necessary in uttering these comments, the 
principle laid down undoubtedly is sound.

POWER OF PRESIDENT TO PaRDON.—The 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals has 
decided in re Nevitt (117 Federal Reporter, 
44S) that the commitment of the Judges of 
a County Court to prison until they com- 
ply with a mandamus directing them to 
levy a tax to pay a judgment against their 
county fs not criminal, but is civil, reme- 
dial, coercive in its nature, because it is 
of the character of an execution to col- 
lect the judgment, enforce the rights, and 
administer the remedies of the plaintiff in 
the suit. The Appellate Court also deter- 
mined that in proceedings to compel, by 
fine or imprisonment, obedience to such a 
mandamus, being in no respect an execu- 
tion of the criminal laws of the land, the 
President is without authority, under the 
gran, to him of powers to issue reprieves 
and pardons for offenses against the United 
States, to relieve from the imprisonment in- 
flicted to enforce obedience to, or to pardon 
for disobedience cf, such a mandamus or 
order, because he may not release or de- 
stroy the legal rights or remedies of pri- 
vate citizens. 


FOR SINKING FUND RELIEF. 


Mayor Low Accepts the Bill Prepared 
by Deputy Controller Stevenson. 


Mayor Low, on behalf of the city, yester- 
day accepted the Sinking Fund Relief bili, 
which was prepared on the plans formu- 
lated by Deputy Controller Stevenson. One 
opponent of the bill Was present. He was 
Everett Abbott, a lawyer, of 59 Wall 
Street. Mr. Abbott argued that the bill 
would lessen the security of the city bond- 


holders, and that the revenues of the Sink- 
ing Fund should-not be diverted for the 
purposes of lowering the tax rate. 

Controller Grout denied that the security 
was lessened, and the Mayor said the bill 
divides the burden of meeting the debt 
equitably between the present generation 
and that of the future. 

“If we go on as we have,” said Mayor 
Low, “‘ without relief, it will be disastrous. 
This city, powerful as it is, cannot afford 
to tax itself from $8,000,000 to $16,000,000 a 
year more than is necessary. If it must 
so tax itself, it cannot provide for its 
needed growth. It seems to me that the 
ereditors of the city are as much interest- 
ed and as greatly benefited by this meas- 
ure as is the city itself, and its taxpayers.” 
The Mayor then announced that the city 
accepted the bill 


INSPECTOR GROSS ON TRIAL 


His Counsel Declares Witnesses 
Have Been Intimidated. 








Powers of the District Attorney’s Office 
Used, He Says, for Coercion in 
Police Investigations. 





The charge by Abram If. Elkus, counsel for 
Police Inspector Adam A, Cross, that Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome was using the powers 
of his office to coerce and intimidate wit- 
nesses in police investigations made the 
first enlivening incident in the trial of In- 
spector Cross, under charces of \neglect of 
duty, that was begun in Police Headquart- 
ers yestercay morning before Deputy Com- 
missioner Ebstein, with the prosecution 
represented by two of Mr. Jerome's assist- 
ants, 

Mr. Elkus’s declaration that irregular 
methods were being employed by the pros- 
ecution was caused by the fact that a 
reluctant witness had been held in the 
House of Detention, ostensibly for another 
case for which no date of trial was stated, 
and had not gained his liberty under $1,000 
bond until after a week of confinement. 
The witness was ‘‘ Fred” Miller of 606 
East Fourteenth Street, alleged proprietor 
of disorderly houses. 

Inspector Cross, who was dismissed from 
the police force in 1894, when charges 
against him as a Captain were sustained 
before the Lexow Committee, and was re- 
instated early in March, is under suspen- 
sion without pay. He went on trial yes- 
terday on two charges and five. specifica- 
tions, alleging neglect of duty in failing to 
suppress violations of the law, in the First 
Police Inspection District, the ‘‘ Red Light 
section of the lower east side. The charges 
extend back through a period of five years. 
Mr. Elkus, his counsel, is counsel also for 
ex-Chief of Police Devery. ‘ 

At the beginning of the proceedings Mr. 
Elkus asked that the charges be made more 
specific, declaring that some of them should 
be barred under the Statute of limitations 
Deputy Assistant District Attorney Morgan 
replied that Inspector Cross was not on 
trial for a misdemeanor, which would per- 
mit the application of the rules of evidence, 
but was answering to charges that involve 
the simple question of whether he was a 
fit person to continue in the performance 
of the duties of a public official. Mr. Mor- 
gan’s contention was upheld by Deputy 
Commission Ebstein. 

Inspector Cross then answered to the 
charges with a plea of not guilty. After a 
long argument over the admission of po- 
lice reports and correspondence Commis- 
sioner Ebstein decided that the reports 
should be accepted. Mr. Elkus entered ex- 
ceptions in advance to each of the dacu- 
ments. _ 

The examination of witnesses was begun 
with ‘‘ Fred ’’ Miller, who had been arrested 
on a charge of maintaining a disorderly 
house in Stanton Street, Deputy Assistant 
District Attorney Lord conducting the ex- 
amination. The witness, after much ques- 
tioning, admitted that he had visited the 
Stanton Street place on frequent occasions, 
and that he knew the occupants. He was 
asked, ‘‘ Did you ever keep a disorderly 
house?’’ and he refused to ‘reply to the 
question, saying that his wife was in the 
room. Mrs. Miller was excused and Miller 
refused again to answer on the ground that 
his reply would incriminate him, 

Mr, Lord had excused Miller, and Mr. 
Elikus had said that he had no desire to 
question the witness when the fact of Mil- 
ler’s detention as a witness in the case of 
Capt. Herlihy came out. Miller was re- 
called by Mr. Elkus and questioned about 
his detention, but although the lawyer de- 
nounced the man’s imprisonment and Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome's methods, Miller was 

not permitted to answer, as the Deputy 
| Commissioner ruled that the matter was 

irrelevant. 

Private Detective J. R. Wood testified to 
having been employed for the Mazet Com- 
mittee by Frank Moss, and to having visited 
poolrooms in the First District. 

At the continuation of the hearing at 
10:30 A. M. to-day, it was said George Bis- 
sert, the ex-ward detective released recent- 
lv from imprisonment on an order for a 
new trial, will testify for the prosecution. 
Ex-Sergeant James Churchill, dismissed 
from the police force on charges made by 
Inspector Cross, and ex-Chief of Police 
Devery are expected to testify. 


WHITMORE AND WILSON INDICTED 


Accused of Blackmailing Firm Using 
United States Harbor Craft. 


The Grand Jury yesterday returned in- 
dictments for attempted extortion against 
Dr. Benjamin T. Whitmore, connected with 
the drug firm of Parke & Davis, in Maiden 
Lane, and Henry C. gWilson, an army en- 
gineer, who formerly was Chief Clerk of 
the Army Harbor Improvement Board. 

The two men were arrested last Novem- 
ber, charged with having extorted $4,500 
blackmail from the Waterfront Improve- 
ment Company, a New Jersey corporation, 
which had a contract to fill out some crib 
work at Rikers Island for the Street Clean- 
ing Department with ashes and refuse col- 
lected by the department. To do the work 
the War Department had loaned the Street 
Cleaning Department several army tugs, 
dredges, and barges, which in turn were 
placed at the disposal of the contracting 
firm free of charge. : 

According to H. A. S. Martin, President 
of the contracting firm, and complainant in 
the case, Wilson and Whitmore demanded 
money for the use of the army craft. Dr. 
Whitmore, according to the statement of 
Mr. Martin, represented himself as a man 
with ‘‘a mighty pull’”’ at Washington, and 
threatened that unless the money was paid 
the tender of the craft would be counter- 
manded by the War Department. 

A trap was set, and the two alleged con- 
spirators were caught with $4,500 in marked 
money that had just been paid over to 
them. They asserted that they had been 
playing amateur detectives themselves, and 
were about to succeed in accomplishing 
what they had set out to do. 


LIKELY TO REINSTATE O’NEILL. 


Mayor Approves Bill in Favor of Police- 
man Who Defied Devery. 


} Edward O'Neill, the policeman who defied 
Chief Devery while at the head of the 
New York force, and who told how he was 
being persecuted because he would not al- 
iow officials to ‘‘shake him down,” again 
may wear a uniform if Police Commission- 
er Greene favors his reinstatement. Mayor 
Low yesterday accepted the bill which was 
passed by the Legislature allowing the 
reinstatement of O'Neill. 

Henry De Forest Baldwin, who was the 
counsel for O’Neill-in the trial before Dev- 
ery, as well as Thomas A. Fulton, on be- 


half of the Citizens’ Union and the City 
Club, favered the bill. Elliot H. Goodwin, 
representing the Civil Service Reform As- 
sociation, said the association opposed it, 
not through any feeling toward O'Neill, 
but because it is opposed to legislation 
reinstating any one in the city service, as 
they felt it established a bad precedent. 
‘In view of the position taken by O'Neill 
in the last municipal campaign,”’ said the 
Mayor, “I do not see how this adminis- 
| tration can help but sympathize with 
i} O'Neill. If it did not it would be worthy of 
} contempt. The city accepts the bill.” 
| O'Neill himself was present, and was in- 
| troduced to Mayor Low. After his dismissal 
} from the police force O'Neill took part in 
the fusion campaign.
